COLONIAL OFFICE TO

Foremen Engineers and Draughts- 
men appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate tha subject of “goodwill 
in industry,” and offered prizes for 
papers on it. The report of the 
committee has now been published. 
The committee received 94 essays, 
mostly contributed by foremen and 
workmen {In engineering works and 
similar establishments throughout 
the country. 

One assumes, from the vagueness 
of the report, that the essays them- 
selves were for the most part very 
vague. A “substantial minority” 
is however, stated to have display- 
ed a “measure of originality.” An 
analysis of the recommendations 
made by the competition papers is

The committee observes that 
most of the writers assume, to a 
greater extent than is justified, that 
the prevailing feature of the times 
ja lack of goodwill between em- 
ployers and their employees, but at 
the same time they base their ‘sug- 
gestions on the belief that there 


_jare reservoirs of goodwill in the 


workshop waiting to be tapped. 
Among the more specific points 
brought out. in the report is that 
of the engagement of men:— 
“There is a consensus of opinion 
that in many works there is need 


for a more systematic Toutine for 


the engagement and discharge of 
employees, It being felt that the 
qualifications of 2 man for a par-: 
ticular job frequently are not suffi- 
clently sifted, and discharges are 
not always graded by degree of 
merit.’ Investigation by an im- 
partial,-competent official who pos- 
seases the confidence of the men ia 
recommended. <A card record of 
each employee's history is another 
recommendation. - Lack .of dis- 
crimination tn the selection of 
workers fs apt to engender a feel- 
ing of injustice inimlenl to good- 
will, Yet who ‘should be better 
qualified to decide these vital ques- 
tions than a good foreman or & con 
acientious manager.” 

‘The rewarding of workmen for 
suggestions is also emphasized, and 
some striking Instances of the value 
of “suggestion schemes” are quot- 
ed. The essays put the fear of un- 
employment high among the 
ae to the free play of good- 
will.

SWIFT SALOON 


Comfortable “Travel at 
Low C Cost 


When small cara were first intro- 
duced, rdtings of seven or eight 
horse-power were thought adequate 
for the economist of small means. 
Sevens are still manufactured, of 
course,-of ‘which the Morris Minor 
Triumph and Austin have achieved 
teal fame and ‘usefulness. But 
these three cars are all considered 
rather too smal! for normal men 
nowadays, though women love them, 
and youngish men are content to 
own and @drive thelr. sporting 
editions. f a normal man wants 
a cheap car, dealers usually press 
him to buy a 12 hp. at the very 
least. He should not yield to’ such 
pressure without recognising tho 
existence some excellent tens, 
amongst which the Swift and the 
Rover deserve special attention from 
him. It would be foolish to aver 
that there is any substantial 
economy tobe recorded by buying 
a ten instead of a twelve. But the 
economy is there, and should appeal 
to anyone who looks at a pound 
twice before spending it unneces- 
sarily. Unless'the difference be- 
tween 10 hip. and 12 hp. is mere 
camouflage, certain ‘sacrifices must 
be faced in purchasing the lower: 
powered car.. It must either be 
jess heavily equipped’ ° and 
have less spacious coach- 
work, or else it must‘ be 
a shade leas lively on the road, 
In return for accepting the less 
ambitious specification, the buyer 


| will save £2 on his tax, rather less 


on hig insurance, a little on his fuel 
bill, and so forth, 
Lavish Body Space 

My present purpose Is to describe 
the Swift 10 hp. With a coach- 
built saloon it sella at £285, and it 
gives me the impression of being 
designed to give comfortable travel 
at a low cost to people who do not 
desire the maximum speed for the 
money, Though the chassis 
measures a bare 8 ft. 6 in., the full’ 
length of the car is an inch or two 
over 12 ft., so that the body space 
{s lavish enough for any normal. 
crew. The body being heavy, being 
large In proportion to the hp, the 
performance is not skittish. For 
this reasor-an excellent four-speed 
gearbox is provided, something of a 
rarity on chassis of this price; and 
with the ald of these gears the car 
will keep moving ‘finely ‘over hilly 
ronda. The flat-out speed is just 
under sixty, but, as is usual with 
cheap cars, the last few ounces of 
speed should not bo used by a 
fastidious owner. Forty miles an 
hour is smbvoth and reasonably 
‘quiet; and the next ten miles an 
hour arg quite usable, Above the 
fifty the car grows a little rough. 
It is thus intended to be driven 
yeasonably, when its manners will 
be found excellent. 

Handsome Lines 

“The body is one of the very beat 
to be obtained ia this class. Its 
lines are handsome and much en- 
hanced by the new ribbon-edge 
radiator. More important, the 
finish is good, both: to the eye and 
in practice; for it is en- 
tirely free. from leaks and 
squeaks and rattles, and ‘8 
survey of ‘the coachbuilding 
ahop provides evidence for a pro- 
phecy that it will. long remain both 
taut and smart. The comfort ia 
excellent, being obtained by proper 
dimensions, soundly designed angles, 
ond pneumatic upholstery.’ All the 
detail ‘fittings aro good. For in- 
stance, the windows do not 
require a Samson at the win- 
ders, but move smoothly and 
evenly without the use of 
muscle. The fittings area ex- 
haustive and include doorlocks, rear 
blind controlled by the driver, and 
roof net. I perfer.a windscreen 
which can be opened fully’in fog or 
snow, but few. modern cars possess 
this facility, Pneumatic contro! 
of anti-dazzle mechaniazm is not 
Ideal, ‘aa it demands a real pull 
from thé operator, who is usually 
occupled with other urgent mat- 
ters; and-the omission of a pettol 
gauge is hardly pardonable now 
that good gauges .of tolerable _ac- 
curacy are sold eo cheaply, On the 
other hand, the car possesses a host 
of minor. ronvéntences seldom en- 
countered in this class. The tools 
ordinarily required on the road are

DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
~ CARGO LINER | 


RAPID ACTION AND TRANSPORT 
NOW DEMANDED 


THE MOTOR SHIP'S PART 

The analysla of the development 
of the fast cargo liner brings to 
light a fact which has probably not 
been very clearly demonstrated be- 
fore. The low fuel consumption of 
motor vessels of relatively high 
power, and the carriage of oil in 
double-bottom tanks were the chiot 
factors in the increasing construc- 
tlon of cargo ships with a speed of 
over 14 knots; but it has, perhaps, 
not been understood ‘that, prior to 
the beginning of thia year, there 
were only about 70 such motor ves- 
aels in service whereas, during 1929, 
another 80 wore added and at the 
present moment there are nearly- 60 
under construction. 
. This rapid growth in the employ- 
ment of the fast motor cargo Hner 
is a direct answer to those who have 
whether the vessel of 
this class Is really needed or is a 
profitable type of ship. It is quite 
clears that along certain routes 
higher speed is demanded and al- 
ready it is evident that in some 
trades where the many 18-knot to 
14-knot vessels have been employtd 
the slower ship of 10 or 11 knots 
average speed is losing its power of 
competition and {s rapidly becoming 


"| obsolete. 


The situation is somewhat 
analogous to that which arose when 
the ofl-engined vessel first made. Its 
appearance, At that time, such 
ships were placed on trades which 
were wholly favourable to oll-engine 
propulsion, but gradually, as the 
idea of ‘motor vessels ypread, the 
routes on which they were employed 
became extended,, until to-day prac- 
tically every trade service is covered 
by the motor ship. Fast cargo 
liners are at present engaged or 
routes where they have particular 
advantages and where speed is of 
more importance than in the average 
service. But this conception of 
higher speed will gain ground until 
ahippers on all routes will probably 
demand that their goods be trans- 
ported to thelr port of destination 
more rapidly than has been the case 
In the past. aoe ; 

It is, after all, but .a normil 
development of present-day life. In 
every sphere more rapid action and 
transportation are demanded and 
there is no reason why the sea 
should be immune from this neces- 
sity. Shipowners may, perhaps, re- 
gret forces, to which they must 
submit. On some trades at the 
prosent time it would be utterly 
futile to place a 10-knot or 11-knot 
ship. Yet o few years ago these 
very routes were covered mainly by 
vessels of that type. Where the 
end will come not even the most 
experienced shipowner can suggest, 
but it seems clear that the slow 
speed steam or motor ship of the 
tramp class will ‘become more and 
more restricted in its scope and the 
fast cargo liner will have an ever- 
widening field of activity. -And:in 
this development, judging by events 
of the past year, the motor ship will 
play a dominant part. Several 
owners have expressed the opinion 
that a ship with which an average 
speed of 14 knots can be maintained 
at’ sea In good weather represents 
all that will be demanded for many 
years. to come; but in view of the 
recent and approaching construction 
of 15-knot to 16-knot shipa it would 
not-be safe to rely too much upon 
this view.—Motor Ship. — :

able amount of trade with Bremen is 
at present carried by British ships, I 
am not clear what detriment to British 
shipping the hon. member has in mind. 
Mr. -Womersley.—Is the’ President 
aware that an increased subsidy on 
goods carried on the Stato Railways has 
been made recently as against goods 
carried down, the waterway of tho 
Rhine, and that this is Having a detri- 
mental effect on the Humber ports? 
Mr. Graham.—I have no detailed ine 
formation on that point, but even if tho 
facts were as represented, I should 
still doubt whether I havo any power 
to interfere.

The re- 
frigerating plant for these chambers, 
and algo for the magazine, was supplied 
by Messrs. J. and E, Hall, Ltd. Provi- 
slon is also made for stowing . large 


stocks of steol plates and sections, hil-- 


lets, blioms, crucibles, piping, metals, 
timber, fittings, cte, required for re-

The officers are accommodated on the 
main deck aft, in separate single-berth 
eahins, a large ward room with an ad.

The distilling machinery installed 
has an ageregate normal capacity of 
200 tonsa per 24 hours, and is arranged 
In three separate sects, each having 
two evaporators. The steering gear, 
which was constructed by Messrs, John 
Hastie and Company, is of the right 
and left-hand screw type, operated by 
a steam) engine controlled from the 
bridge by telemotor gear supplied by 
Messrs. Brown Brothers and Company, 
Limited, Edinburgh. - The telemotor 
gear is in duplicate, and hand atecring 
wheels are fitted in the steering com- 
partment for use in the event of ao 
breakdown of the engine, . 
Workshop Equipment 

The most interesting portion of the 
vessel is, however, the workshops, 
which are fully equipped with machine 
and other tools for all classes of 
engineering work. The light machine 
shop is provided with sensitive and 
radial drilling machines, a power hack 
saw, a centring machine, a vertical 
drilling machine of the pillar type, a 
slotting machine, a number of lathes of 
from 8in. to 24in, centres, tool grinders, 
a universal milling machine, a small 
shaper, ond a large, horizontal drilling, 
surfacing, boring and milling machine. 
The heavy machine shop is equipped 
with lathes of up to 2din. contres, capa- 
ble of taking work up to 20ft. in length 
between centres. 

Other tools in this shop are a vertical 
boring and turning mill, 2 horizontal 
drilling, surfacing and milling ma- 
chine, a varicty of drilling machines, a 
planer, and a number of gear-cutting 
machines. The latter include a planer 
for spur and spiral gears, a combined 
Wworm-gear planor, and a universal gear 
cutter. All the above-mentioned tools 
are motor-driven, and the henavicr ma- 
chines are served by a travelling erano; 
a system of runways and travelling 
blocks serves the lighter machines. 

Adjoining the henvy-machine shop id 
a foundry, fitted up with all the neces- 
sary appliances for the production of 
castings of moderate size. The equip. 
ment includes une large and two amall 
cupolas, three crucible furnaces of the 
tilting type, mould and core ovens, o 
plate-moulding machine, loam-mixing 
machine, sand-blast plant, pneumatic 
sand sifter, git-cutting machine, band 
sow and testing machine. Aft of tha 
foundry is a copper-smith's shop, pro- 
vided with the usual equipment for pipa 
and plate work, and a grinding machino 
shop fitted for grinding crankshafts, 
cylinders, tools, ete. 

The grinding shop is also used for 
a variety of light repetition work, such 
as the production of condenser ferrules, 
Other shops which may be mentioned 
are tho electrical shop, welding and 
cutting shop, plumbers’ shop, in- 
ternal-combustion engine shop, tool 
room, pattern shop, instrument-repair 
shop, wood-working shop, and heavy 
and light plate shop, all of which aro 
well equipped with the necessary tools 
and Hiting appliances. 


Lifting Gear 

. For embarking heavy loads, an elec- 
tric crane has been fitted on the upper 
deck forward. This crane js of tho 
hammer-head type, and has been’ ax+ 
ranged to ‘serve the hatches to tho 
foundry and heavy machine shop.

SIR ROBERT HART 


Inquiry Regarding His 
Birthplace 


Mr. Robert Hart Maze (a brother, 
we believe, of Mr. F. W. Maze, Inspec- 
tor- General of Chinese Maritime Cus-

LONDON TO PEKING 


A Fortnight: Spent ina 
Train 


So long aa the Far East could not 
be reached from Western Europe 
except by a sea voyage of seven 
weeks, China was a place of exile. 
The quicker but more expensive 
Canadian route brought it nearer, 
but only with ‘the opening of the 
Siberian Railway could the foreign 
resident in China feel no longer cut 
off from the rest of the world. In! 
1914 London could be reached by the 
new route in.12 days'from Peking 
and 14 from Shunghal. Foreigners, 
who formerly had to wait five and 
seven years, ‘began to run home 
every other year. The convenience 
was very’ valuable for business, for 
mails and newspapers’ were carried 
as quickly as passengers, . ; 

The war disturbed ‘the Siberian 
route, ‘and early in 1916 it took four 
weeks to go from London to Peking. 
By 1916 the connection by way of 
Bergen through Finland was great- 
ly improved and the time from 
‘London to Peking was reduced to 16 
days. With the appearance of the 
Bolshevists traffic stopped alto- 
gether, It was resumed about 
1924, but most inconveniently be- 
cause of the difficulty of buying 
tickets and obtaining visas. How- 
ever, the Moscow Government was 
anxious to restore the efficiency of 
the Siberian line, and to obtain the 
funds for the purpose from the 
passenger traffic between the Far 
East and Europe. © By degrees the 
eervico was quickened and improved, 
and in the summer of 1929. the 
journey between London ‘ and 
Peking was reduced to 12 days, 
with attendant difficulties removed. 
One of the few complaints still 
to be made is that ‘it seems un- 
necessary to mulct the traveller 
from China £3 for a telegram to 
Moscow asking authority for pass- 
port visas. 


Through Viadivostock 


In July the action of the Chinese 
in seizing the Chinese Eastern Rail-

MOTOR’ CYCLING 


Possibilities in 
China 


The mator-cycle and cycle indus- 
try is so closely allied to tha 
motor industry that in many casea 
its production is carried on by the 
some firms and in the same works. 
Its activities are nevertheless suffl- 
ciently distinct to make {t necessary 
to deal with its position and pros- 
pects separately, _ Within ‘the in-

ESTHONIAN TOWN UPSET BY 
FALSE ALARM 


' CHALLENGE DISREGARDED * 


. Riga, Yestorday. 

General Tirvand, chief of the 
Esthonian General Staff, was severely 
wounded and his ‘aide-de-camp, Major 
Tbrut, killed by an ovor-zcalous sentry, 
Reval, whose challenge they disregard- 
ed, ‘The whole town was roused in the 
early hours by sirens, church bells and, 
apparently, rifle fire in the centre of 
the town. The panic was increased by 
the fact that nobody was able to dis- 
cover the cause, as all telephones were 
out of action. Within ten minutes. of 
the alarm every street corner was oc- 
cupied by members of the Defence 
Force. It transpired that the alarms 
were merely Intended to teat their 
efficiency. The sentry who fired on 
General Tirvand and Major Ibrut, 
spparently had not been warned, and 
took the alarm seriously.—Reuter,
